Hu¬ 
manity has lived ior ages in the 
mi ist of filthy spots; districts pop- 
dated with people who knew noth¬ 
ing and cared nothing about cleanli¬ 
ness; the people lived through it, 
when according to advanced sanitar¬ 
ians, they should have died. Many 
fanciful tales have been told of the 
dangers oi filth, while the real truth 
is that they are simply a menace.

State and Na¬ 
tional matters that shall culminate in 
assembling not only the people of our 
own Republic, but the nations of the 
world, in our Golden State at the 
completion of this great enterprise.

air, in the presence of moisture, into 
acids. Anerobes secure oxygen from 
the complex organic substances 
which are split into simpler com¬ 
pounds Iv the abstraction oi the ox¬ 
ygen; hence aerobes do not require 
contact with the air. Anerobic gases 
are thrown off and give rise to dis¬ 
agreeable odors, but, as before stat¬ 
ed, they are not dangerous. Both 
classes, however, are necessary. If 
balanced properly in numbers as 
they will balance under proper con¬ 
ditions they will render innocuous 
heaps of filth. 

The way therefore to dispose ol 
garbage and waste matter is to put 
it where it can be treated by the 
proper scavengers in the right way. 

etOi c. m gihi.ii g the discussion or ! 
how this may be brought about, a 
tew definitions will not be out oi 
place, as the individual understand¬ 
ing or misunderstanding of a defini¬ 
tion is the basis of nearly all argu¬ 
ment. Garbage consists of solid, or¬ 
ganic household wastes and the or¬ 
ganic wastes of living. That por- 
i ion ol foods rejected in the prepara¬ 
tion of meals and the scrapings from 
Tie tables < omprise the greater bulk 
of garbage. 

Refuse is non-putrefaetive matter 
and street sweepings. Tin cans, bot- 
os, broken crotkery, rags, papei 
and ashes comprise the greater bulk 
of house refuse. 

Filth is foul “matter out of place.” 

We know that perfect cleanliness 
pays from the sense of personal 
cleanliness it gives, if for no other 
reason. A sense of pride and right 
living go far toward making health- 
ai surroundings; a civic pride makes 
i beautiful city. 

Sometimes it is believed the peo¬ 
ple themselves will do much to help 
the authorities in making a health¬ 
ful city; they do, in fact, make pri- j 
vate contracts for work properly be¬ 
longing to the city. All cities should : 
be willing to go to considerable ex- I 
pense to prevent the accumulation 
of filth and to ensure clean streets 
and alleys. The city failing there.<. 
takes chances of pestilence; the peo¬ 
ple permitting it take chances of ill¬ 
ness and debility. 

The ideal method of garbage dis¬ 
posal (where the population does 
not warrant incineration) is to bury 
it on land somewhat removed from 
dwellings. By putting six inches of 
earth over the garbage a thickness 
of nine inches of garbage can be dis¬ 
posed of. A knowledge of the nitri¬ 
fying and purifying properties of 
fresh soil assures on that such a 
plan can be adopted without offense. 
The content of animal matter is so 
small, bones and meat trimmings not 
exceeding 5 per cent, that no pos¬ 
sible injury will be done to the land 
or agriculture by over-fertilization

flies, and by doing away with filthy 
accumulations in the linings of cans, 
prevent tty breeding. The package- 
garbage plan decreases the cost of 
garbage disposal because the number 
of collection trips is reduced one- 
ball, from the fact that decay is re¬ 
tarded because of the air space be¬ 
tween the packages, and because the 
garbage enclosed is comparatively 
dry. The quantity of garbage which 
has to be hauled away is lessened 
also, as people drain into their sinks 
quantities of liquid and semi-liquid 
wastes which are hard to handle and 
heavy to haul. 

The health authorities find that 
tiie housekeepers take kindly to 
draining the liquid from the slops 
when necessary and wrapping the ta¬ 
ble wastes in old newspapers or 
waste wrapping paper kept conveni¬ 
ently near the sink. They find it 
preferable to scouring greasy slop 
cans and scrubbing up after the gar¬ 
bage man. They are most impressed 
because it eliminates the swarming 
flies and offensiv < dors. 


The method of accomplishing tliis 
disposal is as follows: A trench a 
loot deep and two to three feet wide 
is dug; the length of trench being 
determined by the amount of gar¬ 
bage to be disposed of. Each day's 
accumulation of garbage ol the com¬ 
munity, or even from the houses on. 
one street or block, if the families 
thereon will so combine and con¬ 
tribute to have this work performed, 
is placed in the trench to a depth ol 
six to nine inches. Along side ol 
this trench a second is started, the 
fresh earth being used to cover the 
garbage placed in the first each day 
..hen the hist trench has been filled 
ihe second has been excavated, the 
process being continued as the need 
requires. The land so used one sea¬ 
son may be planted to vegetables 
the following season. 

This method can be followed on a 
small scale where there is space in 
the rear of targe lots: as for instance 
in circular trenches around fruit 
trees, the trench being kept several 
feet from the trunk of the tree. Gar¬ 
bage pits in backyards, when left 
open for weeks, as is common pra - 
tice, become very offensive. 

Garbage should be placed in tight 
tin or galvanized iron cans with dost 
fitting covers, after first draining off 
the surplus water. The can should 
be emptied at least twice a week. 
Ashes and empty tins are not gar¬ 
bage and should be placed in asphalt 
receptacles. Rags and paper and 
trimmings of vines can be safely 
burned in a wire basket. 

The “package-garbage” system is 
a recent innovation where the r it' 
provides the means of disposal. A 
city ordinance requires that all gar¬ 
bage shall be wrapped in paper be- 
•ore being deposited in garbage cans. 
The- paper wrappings, it is found, 
prevent the garbage from attrn'ti: g

Oxnard Courier Believes All California 
Papers Should Boost the 
Exposition. 

The Oxnard Courier wants to knovi 
what excuse any California paper has 
for not boosting for the Panama-Pa¬ 
cific Exposition. Commenting on the 
indifference of some and opposition of 
others to the movement, the Courier 
says: 

‘’The editor of the Santa Ana Blade re¬ 
fused the invitation to be the guest of 
the San Francisco and San Diego Expo¬ 
sition companies at Santa Barbara be¬ 
cause he was afraid it would put him un¬ 
der obligations to boost for a $j,000,000 
bond issue for the benefit of San Fran¬ 
cisco. The Blade man made a mistake. 
He should have gone to Santa Barbara 
and listened to the San Francisco and 
San Diego speakers. A judge would 
be a poor jurist who makes up his 
mind before he hears any of the argu¬ 
ments. This fair proposition is one 
that is not for the glory of San Fran¬ 
cisco, but for the glory of California 
as against New Orleans and Louisiana. 
The latter State with an assessed val¬ 
uation of only one-filth that of Cali¬ 
fornia has already raised six and a 
half millions. If the Blade and other 
■ewspapers of Southern California that 
did not send representatives to Santa 
Barbara and in the light of the devel¬ 
opments at that conference, are not 
willing to shout for “San Francisco, 
San Diego and all California,” what 
are they going to shout for in the 
World's Fair controversy? The South¬ 
ern and Middle States are solid 
against California.
